Washington, December 7.—An old 
time liquor fight—short but stormy 
—flared up in the house today dur- 
ing debate on the $115,000,000 treas- 

. ury supply bill, with its item-of $9,- 

000,000 for prohibition enforcement. 
Starting earlier in the day when 
Representative Magee, republican, 
New York, a member of the commit- 
tee which framed the bill, declared 
that defiance of the Volstead law 
“was so prevalent as to threaten our 
institutions,” it ended abruptly just 
atter Representative Hill, republican, 
Maryland, a leader in the movement 
for light wine and beer legislation, 
had announced what he propored to 
offer in the form of amendments, 
when the prolibition section was 
reached tomorrow. 
Meanwhile friends of prohibition, 
@ overwhelmingly in control, took one 
shot after another at those who sought 
to attack the Jaw and by parliamentary 
methods cut short Mr. Hill's attempt 
to connect the prohibition unit in a 
friendly way with the Ku Klux Klan. 
To Restore Respect. 

In urging congress to give to the 
states the right to say what alcoholic 
content would make wine and beer in- 
texicating, Mr. Magee declared it 
probably would result in a beverage, 
made from pure ingredients and “the 
restoration of wholesome respect for 
the law.” 

Declaring the liquor traffic had 
thrived on misery until the people, 
handling it as if it were a serpent, 
had choked it, Representative Gil- 
bert, democrat, Kentucky, shouted to 
the house that he was getting tired 
of the constant attacks on men who 
are trying to see that the law was | 

obered. 

“So determined and vindictive is 
,» the small minority that it stands out 
in open defiance ai the constitution,” 
said Mr. Gilbert. adding that it was 
backed by influentiai resources and 
that members of the house gave aid 
and comfort. Taking up the charge 
that crimes against the United States 
had increased since enactment of the 
Volstead law, Mr. Gilbert asserted 
that crimes which flourished in the 
bar-room days and which were han- 
died in the state courts had decreased 
to the point where many jails in 
, rural communities were empty. 

‘ Hubbub in House. 


Half a dozen members were on 
their feet at once tryin to break in 
with questions when Mr. Hill, given 
six minutes to general debate, pro- 
ceeded to explain the nature of his 
amendments. 

“In the first place,’ he shouted 
in the hubbub, “I shall propose that 
the house strike out of the bill the 
item of $150,000 fur the prohibition 
unit’s publicity bureau; that the 
sums of from $135.000 to $150,000 
as heretofore shal not be spent 
hereafter in wpen vioiation of the 
Volstead law for the purchase of boot- 
leg liquor to be used as evidence;

the country by the prohibition com- 
missioner.”

Lausanne December 7.—True to its 
traditional humanitarian policy, the 
United States government today 
strongly protested at the Near East- 
ern pence conference against the ex- 
pulsion of Greeks from Constantino- 
Apprehension that the Turks 
would insist on deporting all the 
Greeks from their sacred city proved 
to be well founded when, at a meet- 
ing this afternoon of the subcommis- 
sion on the exchange of populations, 
a Turkish representative announced 


definitely that departure of all the 
Greeks was one of the features of 
their program concerning the adjust- 
ment of populations. 

The American representative then 
teok the ‘floor. ,end.redd the followiag 


gtatement: 


U, 8.. Statement. 

“The American delegation is not 
in accord with the proposals for new 
compulsory movements of populations 
unless it is clearly shown that good 
purposes will be served. as might be 
the cgse in the exchange of prisoners, 
or of populations where exchange is 
necessary to serve humanitarian ends. 

“Without discrimination between 
the parties to the negotiation for ex- 
change, the American delegation is 
unable to approve’ the movement frow 
Constantinople of the Greck popula- 
tion of that city, particularly under 
conditions which will send an urban 
people, used to artisanship and com- 
merce, to a rural district. 

“We will not hestitate to express, 
in. pursuance of our legitimate hu- 
manitarian interests, our protest at 
any such dislodgement of human be- 
ings.” 

Allies Join In. 

The representatives of France, Eng- 
land and Italy joined in the discus- 
sion and strongly advised the Turkish 
delegates to change their minds about 
sending the Greeks away from Con- 
stantinople. They pointed out that 
Turkish insistence on such deporta- 
tion would endanger the entire nego- 
tiations relative to the exchange of 
populations and prisoners of war. 

The former Greek premier, Veni- 
zelos, declared he would not sign any 
agteement whereby his fellow citizens 
would be obliged to leave the city 
where théy had resided for centu- 
ries and had done so much for the 
prosperity of. all. He made it clear 
that the Greeks would accept the 
exchange plans only on condition 
that the Greek residents were permit- 
ted to remain in Constantinople. 

The Greek delegation issued a 
statement that the Vatican’s appeal in 
behalf of the Christians in Constan- 
tinople was not based on Grecian in- 
formation but on observations by Vat- 
jean representatives that the Greeks 
were being mistreated. 

“Turkey should listen fo this high 


spiritual nuthority,” says the state- 


ment, “and take measures to reas- 
sure the Christian populations 
Turkey.”

Through a sweeping. decision of the 
supreme court Thursday, in which the 
constitutionaljty of the law creating 
the state banking department was up- 
held, the department can function un- 
hampered hereafter in cases where 
assessments are to be made against 
stockholders of insolvent banks, For 
that reason it is one of the most im- 
portant decisions handed down by the 
court in the last decade, according to 


a statement issued Thursday by Tp In the Sumter superior court 


R. Bennett, superintendent of the de- 
partment. . 

Mr. Bennett said the decision of the 
court, which was rendered in the 
case of T, R. Bennett, superintendent, 
versus Mrs. Helen H. Crawford, ad- 
ministratrix, appealed from Sumter 
county, will apply to 47 other cases 
where similar questions have been 
raised.

NEW JUDIGAL SYSTEM 
WANTED BY DAUGHERTY 


Attorney General Tells of 
Present Inadequacies in 
Annual Report. 


Washington, December 7.—A new 
basie judicial organization, to meet 
the augmented work which has re- 
sulted from “the ever-increasing com- 
plexity of government,” was suggested 
by Attorney General Daugherty in 
his annual report, made public here 
|tuday, on the operations of the de- 
‘partment of justice. Noting that 60,- 
| 729 criminal cases were begun in the 
| fiscal year, the report declared the 
point was being approached “where 
a revamping of the machinery used 
in this work is inevitable.” 

Adoption of some method by which 
the government could retain attorneys 
who have special knowledge of gov- 
ernment matters in addition to legal 
training was one of the several sug- 
gestions advanced by Mr. Daugherty. 
The recently enacted legislation pro- 
viding additional judges should help 
the situation, he said, but probably 
will not entirely remedy it. 

*The failure of local self-govern- 
ment in parts of the country,” the re- 
port said, “results in the insistence 
of the citizens of those communities 
that the federal government perform 
that function in which the local gov- 
ernment has failed, and frequently in 
matters where there is concurrent 
jurisdiction between the state and 
federal government it is difficult to 
establish a policy as to the extent to 
whieh the federal government should 
take jurisdiction. This is peculiarly 
true of offenses arising under the fed- 
eral reserve act, the narcotic act, the 
Volstead act, and the postal frauds 
act. There has been an effort on 
the part of this division during this 
fiscal year to have the United States 
attorneys and the state prosecuting at- 
torneys meet from time to time for the 
purpose of co-operation.. Evidence of 
the benefits of these meetings is over- 
whelming. 

Unjustified Delays. 

“The existing procedure for the re- 
moval of a defendant to the jurisdic- 
tion where the crime was committed 
it unduly cumbersome and results in 
unjustified delay and injustice. Un- 
der such procedure the trial is fre- 
quently delayed from one to two 
years.” 

Announcement was made‘in the re- 
port of the “desire of the department 
to return, or to recommend for re- 
turn” all property seized under the 
trading with the enemy act in cases 
where the owners come within “the 
enabling section (paragraph 9)” of 
the act. 

“The question in almost all of these 
enses,” Mr. Daugherty reported, “is 
either of title or of citizenshin. For 
instance, the alien property ¢ #todian 
has seized and now holds the property 
of estates, which are quite compli- 
cated, by reason of the rights. of 
United States citizens, alleged to have 
been acquired subsequent to the war. 
Oftentimes the question becomes one 
of the validity of an assignment or 
the acquisition of title prior to the 
war. and in this connection it is ex- 
eeedingly difficult at times to dis- 
tinguish between the pre-war owner- 
ship of a claimant and a simple claim 
of indebtedness, and it. is then neces- 
sary to have the question submitted to 
the courts. 

Visits to Europe. 

“Tt has also been necessary to send 
representatives of the department to 
Europe to secure evidence from those 
familiar with certain cases. This evi- 
dence was material in the considera- 
tion and trial of these cases and in 
the determination of certain claims, 


so that a fair and impartial hearing 


could be given to litigants and claim- 
arts. In fact, it was usually at the 
request of litigants and claimants that 
‘these representatives were sent 
abroad, and, while such investigations 
and the taking of such evidence served 
to accommodate claimants, it likewise 
protected the government in the ad- 
ministration of the trusts created 
over these properties. 

“Tt may be ‘expected that the fu- 
ture will see any number of interpre- 
tations by the courts of the provisions 
of section 9 and of the question as to 
whether the litigant is a proper party 
claimant under this section. The 
questions of law arising are many, 
and while in general, it may be said 
that the provisions of section 9 do 
not conflict, it must be recognized 
that there exist same exceedingly close 
questions as to which of the provisions 
of section 9 control in certain cases. 
The greater majority of the prece- 
dents established by the courts during 
the past year have been favorable 
to the government.” 

The report made no comment on the 
railroad injunction case and merely 
noted the legal situation arising out 
of enforcement of the _ prohibition 
statutes outside the continental limits 
of the United States. 

“Since the 18th amendment of the 
constitution and title two of the na- 
tional prohibition acts became effec- 
tive,’ it said, “rum-running vessels 
of American and foreign registry, 
carrying liquor from foreign ports to 
our shores, have swarmed along our 
seaboards, smuggling liquors into the 
United States in violation of our laws. 

“Eighteen vessels of foreign regis- 
try and 11 of American registry with 
their cargoes of liquor have been 
seized. No American-owned vessel 
can transport beverage liquors. For- 
eign registered vessels can not trans- 
port. beverage liquors within Ameri- 
can territorial waters. Of the 18 
foreign registered vessels seized, 10 
were found transporting and smug- 
gling liquors within the 3-mile limit 
of our shores. The remaining for- 
eign vessels seized were hovering off 
shores beyond the 3-mile limit, but 
within the 4-league zone of our shore 
line and unloading their cargoes to 
other boats to be brought ashore in 
violation of our statutes known as 
the hovering acts. 

“lhe hovering statutes (Rev. Stat. 
2867 and others) provide that no ves- 
sel bound to our ports shall unload 
merchandise within 4 leagues of our 
shores, unless by a permit, without 
incurring a penalty against the cap- 
tain, to satisfy which the vessel may 
be subjected to forfeiture. 

Seized Patents. 

“Foreign governments protest seiz- 
ures of their vessels thus violating our 
revenue laws and smuggling liquors to 
our shores, because international law 
does not recognize our hovering acts 
as valid outside the 3-mile limit, ex- 
cept as they may be applicable to our 
own nationals.” 

The attorney general then called at- 
tention to the litigation over seizure 
on which the courts have ruled, or 
which now are pending. 

' Only general reference also . was 
made to litigation involving patents 
seized by the alien property cus- 
todian, such as the Bogch magneto 
and chemical foundation suite. “A

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the subject. The Norris resolution, 
already reported by the agricultural 
committee, which embodies the sub- 
ject in one resolution, will be permit- 
ted to die on the calendar, it is said, 
it being claimed that the agricultural 
body had no jurisdiction over such 
subjects. A number of republican 
senators have indicated their approy- 
al of this course. 
Needs Two-Thirds Vote. 


A resolution submitting a proposed 
constitutional amendment to the leg- 
islatures of the states for ratifica- 
tion must pass the house and senate 
by a two-thirds vote. Obtaining of 
such a majority will preclude the pos- 
sibility of a presidential veto being 
effective, for if applied it would be 
immediately overriden by the vote 
which passed the resolution. In this 
case the presidential attitude is of 
uecessity passive, 

Until the president makes his ad- 
dress to congress it cannot be known 
how far he will go in committing him- 
self officially to opposition to the un- 
dertaking. Many of his friends think 
it not necessary for him to take any 
stand on the proposition at all. They 
feel that if os should he would be 
“going out of his way to place him- 
self in a position which would invite 
attack upon him.” 

President Harding’s personal feel- 
ing on the proposal to amend the con- 
stitution in this respect is known. He 
thinks that one of the wisest provis- 
ions made by the founders is the one 
which permits a lapse of time ebe- 
tween the election and the assembling 
of the congress then chosen, to allow 
public sentiment to formulate, free 
from the heat and passion engenered 
by the campaign, possibly reflecting, 
after a calm consideration, a differ- 
ent or a modified view. If public 
exigency should require, it is always 
possible, of course, to call the legisla- 
tive body in extraordinary session. 

Voting Lines. 

Opinion and voting will divide 
along the lines of supporting the utili- 
tarian reasons advanced by the pro- 
ponents of the plan and the deep- 
rooted convictions of others who are 
in sympathy with the aims of the 
founders. Political lines will disap- 
pear in the vote. The only political 
question is whether the anti-admin- 
istration republicans can succeed in 
making President Harding the butt 
of attack by posting him as the head 
of the opposition. 

Some of the radical progressive bloc 
are understood to be intent upon fore: 
ing an extra session of congress this 
spring by delaying legislation of this 
session. If there is to be a prolonged 
contest over the merchant marine bill, 
it is difficult to see how any time 
will be left for consideration of the 
constitutional amendment, since it is 
certain to lead to prolonged debate, 
with learned dissertation on the con- 
stitution.

Haynes McFadden, secretary of the 
Georgia Bankers’ association, and 
Professor Tabor. 

The committee on finance will raise 
a fund of $2,500, a large part of 
which had been subscribed Thursday 
night, to finance a campaign of edu- 
cation among cotton planters of north 
Georgia. They will be informed as to 
proper types of seed to plant and 
methods of planting to produce the 
one-inch to one and one-sixteenth inch 
fibre which was produced in that 
section before the boll weevil inva- 
sion. Efforts to qvercome the weevil 
caused a revolution in production 
methods and resulted: in an introduc- 
tion of many new seed types that 
do not produce the quality of cotton 
the fertility of the soil warrants. 

Note of Warning. 

A note of warning was sounded by 
Dr. Soule, 8. V. Truitt, LaGrange 
mill owner, and other speakers, who 
declared that a few seasons more of 
deterioration would put the cotton 
planters of the south in direct compe- 
tition with the cotton growers of In- 
dia, who produce a one-half to three- 
quarter-inch staple at the rate of four 
to five million bales a year. Hereto- 


ing a longer fibre of higher tensile 
strength, have not heen forced to meet 
this competition from cheap Indian 
labor. 

Dr. Soule, who has recently return- 
ed from Brazil where he represented 
the United States at the opening of

One ‘Poultry Firm Here Is 
Spending More Than $500 


a Week in Tennessee. 


One poultry firm in Georgia is 


spending from $500 to $1,000 a week 
in Tennessee for eggs for hatching 
purposes that should be raised in 
Georgia, according to an article pub- 
lished in the current numbes of the 
state market bulletin made _ public 
Thursday by L. B. Jackson, director 
of the state bureau of markets. This 
firm is the Empire hatchery at 
Hogansville, Ga., and that company 
is offering 20 eents a dozen above 
the weekly quotations of the Atlunta 
market. 

Mr. Jackson called attention to this 
opportunity for farmérs to raise pure 
bred eggs and to keep in Georgia the’ 
large sums of money now being sent 
to other states. by hatching com- 


panies.

Appears to Have Made 
Good Her Escape. 


Los Angeles, Cal., December 7.— 
Brawley, Cal., was the center of the 
woman-hunt for “Smiling. Clara” 
Phillips, fugitive hammer murderess, 
Thursday night, at the close of what 
had been a regular field day for ama- 
teur detectives in the southwest, mid- 
dlewest and far west. 

At Brawley, Goldie Bennett, avia- 
tor with headquarters at San Diego, 
was held incommunicado on orders 
from immigration offcials, while half 
a dozen officers ran in litfe circles 
trying to prove a theory that Clara 
might have come to Brawley from 
the Los Angeles county jail in his 
‘air plane. Bennett won't tell them a 
thing. 

Bennett’s plane landed “secretly” 
near Brawley Wednesday night, ac- 
cording to the authorities. As in 
every other southern California town, 
the Brawley populace momentarily ex- 

cted to see Clara fly over their 

eads in an airplane, and there was 
a rush for the landing spot.

But for hours the pilot of the plane 
could not be found, nor could the 


| machine itself be identified. Reports

If bits of apple or oth- 
er foods accumulate, they are in- 
clined to become moldy and make the 
bottom of: the basket unsightly and 
insanitary. Moreover, wicker waste 
baskets are hard to wash and to keep

In selecting any waste basket. see 
that it has a firm and unperforated 
bottom so that bits of paper or odds 
and ends cannot sift through and 
make more floor cleanings necessary. 
Probably the best basket for averaze 
home use is that of vulcanized fiber 
or one of those colored tin baskets 
that may be bought so reasonabiy 
today.

Major Leagues Is Called. 


Louisville, Ky., December 7.—(By 
the Associated Press.)\—Reaching a 
decision to hold their 1923 convention 
in Chicago, provided -Commissioner 
Landis ¢alls a joint mecting of the 
major leagues there at the same time, 
the minor leaguers concluded their 
annual meeting here tonight without 
any more startling trades or sales 
being made. 

The decision to hold their conven- 
tion next year at the same time as 
thé. joint session was the result of a 
suggestion by Commissioner Landis, 
who informed the minor leaguers of 
his desire to have all of the baseball 
leaders together in the same city at 
one time. If the major leaguers. do 
not hold a joint session, however, 
‘the minors will meet in Nashville, 
Tenn., for next fall’s convention. 

Nashville was the second choice. 

Secretary John H. Farrell and 
President M. H. Sexton were author- 
ized to select the city for the 1923 
convention and they assured Com- 
missioner Landis that his wishes that 
a meéting of the minors be held along 
with the majors would be respected. 

The National association adopted 
resolutions. condemning the’ plan of 
the majors to increase the player 
limit from 40 to 50. The 50 player 
limit would permit each big league 
club to have at. least 25 men in the 
minor’ leagues under option. This, 
the minor leaguers contended, would 
probably give the majors control of 
the player market. The major leagues, 
under the major-minor agreement, 
which ‘has five years to run, are al- 
lowed to have eight players in the 
minors under option. 

With the departure of the major 
leagues today, all talk of further 
sales at record-breaking prices van- 
ished. The Cleveland Americans, 
however, concluded the sale of. Pitcher

Paris December 7.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—lIn a letter addressed 
te the French press, “Battling” Siki, 
the Senegalese fighter, today reiter- 


ated the charges whieh he made ex- 
clusively to The Asso¢iated Press 
last Monday—that the fight between 
Siki and Georges Carpentier, which 
was won by the negro, had been 
“fixed.” 

“The match was fixed,” says Siki’s 
letter, ‘‘and I could not avoid it until 
I got into the ring. But now I have 
been deprived of my title, an@ I will 
push matters before the courts. I 
never received the amount of money 
I was entitled to from the stakes. 

“But I am merely a plain fighter; 
don’t ask me to be a lawyer. From 
now on I will have nothing further 
to say. I must refer you to my law- 
yer, M. Delmont, and to Deputy 
Diagne.” 

The French Boxing federation has 
decided to make a most complete in- 
vestigation of the arrangements pre- 
ceding the Siki-Carpentier fight. It 
has named a sub-commission - which 
has been invested with unlimited pow- 
ers for the collection of evidence and 
taking testimony. Franz Reichel, sec- 
retary of the Olympie committee, has 
been appointed secretary ‘of the sub- 
commission, which will’ meet tomor- 
row. It is expected to have the re- 
port ready prior to the expiration of 
the period of delay granted Deputy 
Diagne to. produce his evidence of un- 
fair tactics in arranging the bout. 

Although Siki had .declared he 
would talk no more, except through 
his attorney and Senator Diagne, 
nevertheless when seen this evening 
he said: 

“Oarpentier was one of the easiest 
marks I had met in my career. He 
never had any business in the same 
ring with Jack Dempsey. The Ameri- 
can public ‘has been imposed on the 
same as has the French public, as 
there surely are ten heavyweights in 
America who can knock Georges for 
a ‘goal,’ Marcel Nilles is a much 
tougher man than Carpentier. Geor- 
ges knows very well he is taking no 
chances in challenging me for a return 
match, for I am disqualified now and 
cannot fight for months.”

Chicago, December 7.—Torrential 
rains, interfering with the harvest in 
Argentina, led to higher prices for 


wheat today. The market closed firm 
at 1-8 eents to 1-2’ cents net gain, 
with May 116 1-8 to 116 3-4 and 
July 1.08 1-8 to 1.08 1-4. Corn fin- 
ished 1 to 1 1-4 up, oats 1-8 to 3-8 
cents advance and provisions varying 
from unchanged figures to a rise of 
5 cents, 

Before news was received telling of 
unfavorable weather conditions in Ar- 
gentina, the wheat market here had 
shown a tendency to decline in sym- 
pathy with lower quotations at Liv- 
erpool. Bulls, however, were an- 
couraged by a fresh advance in ster- 
ling exchange and by word of export 
business at the Gulf of Mexico. 

At this juncture Argentine ad- 
vances became the dominating factor 
and continued so throughout the re- 
mainder of the day. 7 

Reports that ice had formed over 
the wheat fields in many sections of 
Nebraska attracted some attention 
to indications. of unsatisfactory 
growth of wheat there this season. 
Gossip from Washington about pro- 
posed plans for extending government 
credit for farm loans and food ex- 
ports counted also at times as a stim- 
ulus to buyers. On the ensuing ad- 
vances in prices, however, commission 
house selling increased, and the mar- 
ket reacted somewhat. Wintry wea- 
ther and scarcity of rural offerings 
gave independent strength to corn and 
ofts. Besides, estimates of the Italian 
crop put the total at 70.000,000 bush- 
els as against 93,000,000 bushels last 
year. 
Provisions were firmer in line with 
hog values despite the freezing of lard 
of houses with Liverpool connections.

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OFFICER WOUNDS 
ALLEGED BURGLAR 


Willie Pratt, Negro, Shot 

Down When He Made 
Motion to Pull a Gun, 
It Is Stated. 


Apprehended in an alleged attempt 
to burglarize. a haberdashery on 
Walton street, just off of Peachtree 
street, at 12:40 o'clock Thursday 
night, Willie Pratt, a negro, of 162 
Highland avenue, was shot and se- 
riously wounded by Call Officer O. C. 


Hewell. 

Floyd Oliver, another negro, who 
was said to have been assisting Pratt 
in his efforts to gain entrance to the 
store, was arrested. An automatic 
revolver was found on bis person. 
Pratt was taken to Grady hospital. 

The alleged attempted papery was 
discovered by Officer Hewell and his 
partner, J. D. Wood. The latter cov- 
ered Oliver with his gun just as the 


‘negro attempted to draw his revolver 


on Officer Hewel, it was reported. 

Pratt was shot when he moved as 
if to take a weapon from his hip 
rocket. The ball of the policeman's 
gun entered the negro’s shoulder just 
above the heart. Physicians say he 
is dangerously injured 


OULOS MYSTERY 
DECLARED SOLVED 


Slayer Is One of Three 


Negroes Now in fail,’ 


Claim Detectives—Con- 
ference Called for Today. 


Definite announcement that the 
mystery surrounding the slaying of 
Peter G. Poulos in the Forsyth res- 
taurant about three weeks ago has 
been positively solved was made 
Thursday night at police station. 

The disclosure was made following 
the arrest of Cliff Walker. colored, 
Iate Thursday afternoon. With Wal- 


ker’s arrest, three men are now held. 


The others are Will Johnson and 
Jerry Johnson, both negroes, who are 
under indictment for the slaying. 

It was intimated that one or more 
of the prisoners have confessed, but 
detectives working on the case were 
very reticent. It was further inti- 
mated that pleas of guilty will be 
made. 

George Poulos, proprietor of the 
Forsyth restaurant and a cousin of 
the dead man, said that survivors of 
Peter Poulos will gather at the de- 
teetive bureau at 8 oclock Friday 
morning for a final conference on the 
ease. Poulos said Thursday night 
that the name of the slayer is known 
and that he is one of the three in jail. 

Peter G. Poulos was fatally shot 
when he encountered three masked 
burglars in the restaurant basement 
when he started his day’s work. He 
staggered to the ground floor after 
being mortally wounded and fired his 
own revolver through the plate glass 


window in front to summon agsistance. 


He died almost immediately.

Macon, Ga., December 7.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The case of Em- 
mett Smith, second négro to be tried 
at this term of superior court for 
the murder of A. L. Aligood, street 
car motorman-conductor, went to the 
jury shortly after 9 o'clock tonight 

The jury in the case was put to 
bed at midnight. 

Jack Smiley, first of four negroes 
on trial charged with the murder, 
was convicted of murder by a jury 
in Bibb county superior court late 
last night. Judge H. A. Mathews sen- 
tenced Smiley to hang on January 19. 

This is the second trial of the case, 
a similar conviction having been ob- 
tained last May, but a new trial was 
granted. 

Aligood was attacked while operat- 
ing a street car in a lonely place in 
the negro section and beaten over the 
head with a bottle. The fight was 
carried to the street where Aligood 
feel dead, shot through the heart. It 
was 30 minutes later before another 
crew found his body. 

Four months later Deputy Sheriff 
Walter C. Byrd arrested four negroes 
In connection with the crime, after 
Byrd purchased Aligood’s pistol from 
a pawnshop and traced the gun to 
the negroes. Brrd was later shot and 
killed by a negro, which in turn, re- 
sulted in. the lynching of Byrd's
